MOELLER DEAD. 


Closing Chapter in This Interesting but Pathetic 


Life History—Mr- Simross Receives a Teiegram 


Announcing His Tragic Death. 


Mr. Theodore 
Simross 
received 


woid Wednesday morning that Adolp*! 
Moellcr was struck by a tram at 11 
o'clock Tuesday morning at Paw Po iv. 
W. Va., and injured So badly that he 
died in two hours. The remains were 
taken in charge by tbe 
authorities. 


The deceased has two children living 
near Alliance. The dead man's broth- 
er, John Moeller, who lives in Ger- 
many, was also notified. 


Adolph Moeller had a life of varieJ 


and sensational incidents, especially 
within the last two years, and this 
final catastrophe in his life, was in 
keeping with the other incidents of 
tragedy in this man's life drama. 


The story of the past year of Moel- 


ler's life is interesting and pathetic, 
and begins with September,, 1901. 


At that time Moeller, while employ- 


ed at W. F. Upson's residence on Hud- 
son avenue as a general util'ty man, 
was stricken with paralysis, hie right 
side and speech being affected, so tbat 
he was a helpless cripple, and unable 
to make his wants known. He was 
taken to the City Hospital where he 
lay for many weeks at the poin- of 
death. 


Just a week before this he hail told 


Theodore Simross 
who acts as 
an 


agent for those with foreign inhsrit- 
ances, and is also agent for one of the 
large steamship lines, that he was en- 
titled to a considerable sum of money 
by the death of hisTather, which oc- 
curred some time before. 


Mr. Simross opened communications 


with a brother of the unfortunate man 
Johannes Moeller, a wealthy and 
prominent contractor and builder o* 
Elmsharn, 
Schlewig-Hollstein, Ger- 


many, and found that it was true that 
a fortune of several thousand dollars 
awaited his brother, Adolph Miller, 
whose whereabouts were unknown. 


Of course Adolph was sure he was 


the right man, and Mr. Simross was 
confident of it but the difficulty was 
made almost insurmountable by the 
fact that he could neither speak nor 
write, and another 
peculiar 
feature 


was that the paralysis made, it impos- 
sible -for him to read, although1 Lis 


sight was not seriously affected. Aft- 
er weaiy weekt of Lorrespoiidom-u and 
cablegrams with photographic proyfs, 
the identity of Adolph Moeller 
was 


finally almost established. 


About this time thc hospital was 


closed and theic was no place for 
Moeller but the county almshouse and 
to this place he was taken. Although 
almost helpless and penniless, thc 
place was so intolerable to him, and 
he wished to go about his ways and 
means to recover his inheritance, that 
on four occasions he ran away from 
the infirmary, the last time being last 


May. 
Efforts were made to find him 


but all failed. After he had left im- 
portant information was received m 
Newark for him. 


On the three former occasions he 


had been arrested and taken back to 
the infirmary. 


Moeller In some way got to New 


York and was taken m charge by the 
authorities who, from papers on his 
person, learned the story of his life. 


Through agents in New Yor,k of his 


father's estate, Moeller was given $80 
with which to purchase a ticket to 
Germany, and also see his two child - 
len, a boy and a birl, who live with 
their uncle, Mrs Miller's brother, on 
a farm seven miles west of Alliance. 
Some years ago Moeller's wife desert- 
ed him. Moeller arrived in Newark, 
July 14, last. 


There was a registered letter in the 


Newark postoffice, 
which had been 


there since June 20, having been mail- 
ed in Germany, June 8th. 


While in Newark Moeller stayed at 


the Germania Hotel on Second strec-t, 
and Mr. Simross arranged for his trip 
to Germany. Some days after his ar- 
rival two strangers drove to the Ger- 
mania, and with Moeller drove "away 
and was not heard from 
until the 


message announcing his 
death, 
al- 


though Mr. Simross made every effort 
to find him. 


Moeller was 38 years of age, and a 


man of education and refinement, al- 
though a speechless paralytic. 


The remains will be buried at Paw 


Paw -by the authorities.
